MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Cadies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  circumstances 
of  the  Rural  District  of  Stokesley  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1950. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  again  show  an  improvement  over  last  year, 
and  representing  as  they  do  an  index  to  the  social  circumstances  of  the  area  must 
give  rise  to  general  satisfaction. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  infant  mortality  rate  of  23.6  per  1000  live  births 
has  improved  on  last  year’s  figure,  and  compares  very  favourably  with  the  national 
figure  of  28.2  per  1000  live  births. 

The  completion  of  the  High  Revel  Water  Tank  during  the  year  marks  the 
latest  step  in  ensuring  a  pure  and  adequate  piped  water  supply  to  all  ihe  towns  and 
villages  in  the  district.  Sewage  Disposal,  however,  still  lags  behind,  and  as  these 
two  are,  or  should  be  complementary,  it  is  hoped  that  schemes  already  in  course  of 
construction,  or  awaiting  approval,  should  be  completed  without  further  delay. 

In  conclusion  may  I  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  all  members  of  the 
Council  and  the  staff  for  their  co-operation  and  help  during  this  year.

SECTION  B. 


General  Provision  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area. 


(a)  LABORATORY  FACILITIES: 

During  the  year  the  Council  continued  the  arrangements  offered  by  the 
Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Northallerton,  in  respect  of  diagnosis  of 
pathological  specimens. 

(b)  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES: 

Prior  to  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  National  Health  Act  the  greater 
part  of  the  district  was  served  by  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Association  (Great  Aytcn 
Division)  the  Council  paying  an  annual  contribution  to  the  funds  of  the  Division. 

An  agreement  was  in  operation  with  Stockton  Corporation  whereby  the 
Parish  of  Yarrn  had  the  use  of  the  Corporation  Ambulance  for  purposes  other  than 
the  removal  of  infectious  disease  cases. 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  occurring  in  the  district  are  removed  by  the 
Ambulance  of  the  West  Lane  Plospital  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  West  Lane, 
Middlesbrough. 

Since  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  above  Act  the  Ambulance  serv  ces 
have  been  taken  over  by  the  County  Council.  Paragraphs  1  and  3  above,  i.e.  St. 
John  Ambulance  Association’s  Ambulance  and  the  West  Lane  Hospital  Ambulance 
are  still  operating  as  heretofore.  The  remainder  of  the  district  is  served  by  the 
Durham  County  Council  Ambulance  stationed  at  Stockton  until  such  time  as  an 
Ambulance  Station  can  be  provided  by  the  North  Riding  County  Council  which  will 
serve  the  Thornaby  Combined  District. 


(•)  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME: 

In  all  Parishes  the  District  Nurse  also  undertakes  Midwifery. 

(d)  TREATMENT  CENTRES  AND  CLINICS  : 

The  North  Riding  County  Council  Ante-Natal  and  Infant  Welfare  Clinics 


in  the  Rural  District  are  held  as  follows:

SECTION  C. 


Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 


1.  (i)  WATER: 

The  Council’s  Water  Schemes  now  extend  to  and  supply  twenty  seven 
parishes  (as  detailed  later  in  this  Section).  Nine  Parishes  are  served  by  the  Tees 
Valley  Water  Board. 

A  Ministry  of  Health  enquiry  has  been  held  and  a  scheme  is  anticipated 
to  be  put  into  effect  for  the  taking  over  by  the  Council  of  the  estate  supply  and 
adapting  it  to  serve  all  the  properties  in  Kildale. 

The  high  level  water  tower  sited  in  Campion  Pane,  Hutton  Rudby  came 
into  operation  during  the  year.  This  has  ensured  a  constant  pressure  and  supply 
to  all  parts  of  the  district  and  although  there  has  been  ample  water  at  the  source, 
certain  areas  could  not  have  been  served  without  this  high  level  tank.  The  main¬ 
taining  of  a  constant  supply  has  been  of  further  benefit  in  reducing  the  number  of 
bursts  on  the  mains  which,  as  reported  last  year,  was  very  high  due  to  fluctuating 
pressures. 

1950  has  probaly  been  the  wettest  season  since  the  Council  undertook  water 
supplies  in  the  district,  and  the  three  sources,  i.e.  Turkey  Nab,  Mere  Beck  and 
Scugdale  have  been  much  greater  than  the  demands. 

TREATMENT  OF  SUPPLIES: 

Treatment  of  the  supplies  has  been  maintained  at  the  three  treatment 
houses  and  checks  are  regularly  carried  out  to  ensure  efficiency  of  this  treatment.

These  works  have  been  maintained  in  a  good  condition  and  have  operated 
satisfactorily. 


PROPOSED  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS: 

During  the  year  works  on  the  following  schemes  previously  reported  have 
been  in  progress — 

(i)  Parishes  of  Ormesby  and  Marton — Sewer  extensions  have  been  carried 
out  from  Gipsy  Lane  Sewage  Disposal  Works  in  a  southerly  and  easterly  direction 
to  Swan’s  Corner  with  a  branch  connection  to  Gipsy  Lane.  Besides  providing  for 
the  abolition  of  cess-pools  in  this  district,  the  sewer  will  now  be  available  to  a  large 
area  of  potential  building  land. 

The  effluent  from  the  above  sewer  will  pass  through  the  existing  G’psy  Lane 
Sewage  Works  and  the  excess,  after  passing  screens,  will  be  pumped  to  Tollesby 
Sewage  Disposal  Works  via  Gunnergate  and  Gipsy  Lane. 

Delay  in  the  completion  of  this  scheme  has  been  caused  through  difficulty  in 
obtaining  pumping  machinery. 

(ii)  Parish  of  Stainton — Work  has  gone  ahead  with  the  laying  of  new 
sewers  from  the  site  of  the  Disposal  Works  to  Stainton  village  and  the  new  sewers 
wll  enable  all  the  properties  in  the  village  to  be  put  on  to  water  carriage  system. 

(iii)  Parish  of  Ormesby,  Normanby  Road  Sewer  and  Pumping  Station — 
although  in  the  contract  with  the  other  two  schemes,  this  smaHer  section  of  the  work 
has  not  advanced  far,  as  a  programme  is  arranged  to  deal  with  this  section  when  the 
delivery  of  the  pumping  machinery  is  more  definite. 


The  proposed  schemes  of  sewerage  for  the  villages  of  Kirby  and  Great 
Broughton,  Swainby,  Carlton,  Hutton  Rudby,  Seamer,  Yarm  and  Ingleby  Greenhow, 
for  which  application  for  provisional  allocation  of  grants  under  the  Water  Supplies 
and  Sewerage  Act  of  1944  have  already  been  made,  are  still  in  the  hands  of  the 
Ministry.  As  all  these  villages  are  on  a  public  piped  water  supply,  and  the  sewerage 
conditions  have  been  the  subject  of  reports  for  many  years,  it  is  hoped  that  sub¬ 
stantial  grants  will  be  made  available  and  sanction  given  for  the  schemes  to  go  ahead 
to  relieve  the  danger  to  public  health  &  also  improve  the  amenities  of  these  villages. 

Ormesby  Sewage  Disposal  Works — owing  to  the  extension  of  housing 
estates  in  the  County  Borough  of  Middlesbrough  which  now  extend  to  the  district 
boundary,  an  increase  in  trespass  and  damage  has  been  noticed  and  it  has 
been  found  necessary  to  fence  these  works,  and  during  the  year,  8ft.  chain-link 
fencing  on  concrete  posts  surmounted  by  3-strands  of  barbed  wire  have  been  erected. 

Alterations  and  improvements  to  the  dosing  syphon  have  ensured  a.i  im¬ 
proved  effluent.  This  improvement  has  been  maintained  during  the  year  and  there 
has  been  no  cause  for  complaint.

(iv)  CLEANSING  OF  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS: 

The  work  has  been  carried  out  in  the  following  parishes  during  the  year : — 

River  Leven,  Great  Ay  ton.

It  is  regretted  that  where  these  streams  flow  through  villages  the  practice 
of  depositing  rubbish  and  refuse  still  persists  despite  warning  notices  which  are 
being  displayed,  and  what  could  be  a  beauty  spot  is  marred  by  the  site  of  disused 
household  articles,  debris  and  other  rubbish. 
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(v)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING: 


The  Council  undertake  the  collection  of  household  refuse  throughout  the 
district  and  for  the  work  use  two  Karrier,  C.K.3  10  c.yd.  and  one  Dennis  10  c.yd. 
vehicles.  These  three  vehicles  are  fitted  with  double  cabs  for  the  transport  of 
loaders.  A  Dennis  10  c.yd.  vehicle  and  a  Karrier  Bantam  7  c.yd.  are  held  in  reserve, 
only  one  of  which  is  licensed. 

Besides  the  drivers  a  crew  of  three  loaders  is  normally  carried.  A  weekly 
collection  of  bins  and  pans  is  carried  out  throughout  the  district,  with  the  exception 
of  part  of  2  Parishes  where  bins  are  collected  fortnightly.  It  is  hoped  that  this  ser¬ 
vice  will  be  improved,  but  there  are  many  problems  in  a  rural  area  such  as  long  col¬ 
lecting  journeys  with  scattered  properties,  and  long  returns  to  a  disposal  point,  whi  h 
tend  to  make  these  services  very  expensive.

Under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949,  and  the  Milk  (Special  Designa¬ 
tion)  (Raw  Milk)  Regulations,  1949,  and  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Pasteurised 
and  Sterilised  Milk)  Regulations,  1949,  the  local  authority  are  responsible  for  the  dis¬ 
tributive  side,  and  issuing  of  supplementary  licences  in  respect  of  the  two  later 
Regulations. 


There  is  quite  a  number  of  retailers  in  the  Council’s  area  of  which  58  are  pro¬ 
ducers.  Regulations  state  that  where  the  milk  is  retailed  from  dairy  premises  that 
are  registered  in  connection  with  a  farm  registered  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries,  then  these  premises  come  under  the  control  of  the  Ministry  and  not 
the  local  authority.  The  number  of  retailers  only  is  therefore  limited,  and  set  out 
below  are  details  of  retailers  in  the  respective  parishes  showing  the  type  and  de¬

ICE  CREAM  (HEAT  TREATMENT)  REGULATIONS: 

There  are  3  registered  manufacturers  within  the  area. 

During  the  year  4  licences  have  been  issued  to  retailers  of  ice-cream.  In  ad 
instances  the  premises  have  been  inspected  and  the  condition  of  the  licence  is  that 
the  ice-cream  is  pre-packed  and  is  sold  from  approved  refrigerated  cabinets. 

(c)  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS  : 

Since  the  adoption  of  the  Meat  Distribution  Scheme  by  the  Ministry  of  Food, 
slaughtering  has  ceased  within  the  area,  all  meat  supplied  to  butchers  in  the  area 
being  drawn  from  the  Distributing  Centre  at  Middlesbrough  and  the  local  butchers 
distributing  from  one  centre. 

The  only  inspections  of  slaughter  within  the  area  have  been  emergency  cases 
and,  where  the  carcase  has  been  found  fit  for  food,  it  has  been  sent  to  the  Distribut¬ 
ing  Centre  for  disposal. 

43  visits  were  made  in  respect  of  inspection  of  food.
